SEED BUYERS PROTECTED BY 
THE GRADE SYSTEM 

Judging from the high regard in 
which Canadian seed control work 
and standards are held in other 
countries our system of conducting 
the commerce of seeds on a basis of 
legal grades has proved its sound- 
ness. The fundamental principle of 
the system is that the quality of 
seed sold must conform to definitions 
prescribed by law. In his report for 
> the Dominion Seed Commission- 
er points out that our grades ar 
based primarily on the general qual- 
ity and purity of the seed determin 
ed by its freedom from noxious and 
useless weed seeds, and its percent- 
age of pure living seeds. The gener- 
al appearance of the seed as influenc- 
ed by weather or seasonal conditions, 
cleaning, maturity and disease is 
also taken into consideration. Cer- 
eals, grasses, sweet clover, field 
corn and all other forage and fodder 
crops seeds have been brought under 
this compulsory grading system, and 
all grading is done by the qualified 
official inspectors of the seed branch

Rural Credits Committee 
Meeting 
The advisory committee on rural 
credits recently appointed by the 
provincial government to go into the 
whole question, has been holding 
several sessions, and has been able 
to cover considerable ground al- 
ready. Dr. Tory, of the Alberta Un- 
iversity, who reported to the Domin- 
ion Government on the question, is a 
member of the committee, and at 
tended the sessions held last week. 
In the study of the various forms of 
rural credits in operation elsewhere, 
it has been found that in some cases 
the schemes are of purely govern- 
ment operation, under the direction 
of a government board or some such 
organization. This refers particular- 
ly to the systems in existence in 
Australia, New Zealand, and in some 
of the provinces of Canada, It is 
found, however, that in the latest 
schemes of any size operating in the 
United States, there has been em- 
bodied many co-operative features, 
and that Denmark has a scheme that 
is entirely co-operative from top to 
bottom. In giving consideration to 
the broad basis upon which rural 
credits should be provided, as be- 
tween nationalization and socializ- 
ation through co-operation, the com- 
mittee recognizes the truth of the 
principle that nationalization should 
be applied only in matters where the 
demand and the benefits to be deriv- 
ed are universal, and that on the 
other hand, where these are tonfined 
to one class, a scheme of co-operat- 
ion is the soundest and most secure. 
Proceeding from this attitude, the 
members of the committee believe 
that any scheme of rural credits 
which is evelved should embody 
every possible feature of co-oper- 
ation, and that the federal and pro- 
vincial governments should be in- 
volved only to the degree necessary 
to ensure the successful operation 
of the scheme. The committee fur- 
ther recognizes what is equally vital 
to the success of any such scheme, 
namely, that the time is fully ripe 
in Alberta for the inauguration of 
the principle of 
the handling of credits and money, 
that the spirit of co-operation is 
strong among the people, that the 
spirit of co-operation is strong a- 
mong the people, and that they have 
very rapidly though perhaps un- 
consciously, advanced to the stage 
where the organization of co-operat-

WINTER CARE OF COLTS 


The care and attention given to 
the colt, especially at weaning time 
and during the following winter 
months, determine the development, 
usefullness and value of the 
.mature animal. Generally speaking, 
weaning colts and yearlings suffer 
from malnutrition tt 
and more mature 
Colts must be properly nourished te 
ensure best development. 

At weaning time, foals should be 
from the rest of the 
horses, placed in a paddock or field 
and provided with some shelter as 
a protection from the cold fall winds. 
Some grain feed such as bran and 
oats should be given to keep them in 
thrifty condition for going into the 
. At the Experimental Farm, 

vad, the foals are generally 

, er quarters about 
November Ist and generously fed 
throughout the winter for the pur- 
pose of keeping them growing. Good 
pasture should be provided through- 
out the summer, to insure the year- 
ling good condition to 
on in the second winter of 
their lives. The winter quarters 
should be kept clean and free from 
manure while plenty of exercise is 
essential for the health and develop- 
ment of the colt, The feet should be 
kept trimmed at least every month 
or six weeks. The bottom of the 
feet should be kept level, unless more 
is taken from one side than the oth- 
er to cure faulty conformation 

The best feeds for colts are good 
quality (preferably rolled), 
bran and good clean alfalfa of west 
ern rye grass hay. Other roughages, 
such as prairie hay and good oat 
straw, will substitute the alfalfa 
and western rye grass hay. These 
feeds should be given morning and 
evening. Give the noon-day feed of 
grain in the paddock or run. Fresh 
water and salt should be available 
at all times. The amount of feed 
required will be governered by the 
size and development of the colt, 
but should be suffifficient to keep the 
animal in good condition,

OF STATE, RE REMOVING OB- 
STRUCTIONS TO CORPORATE 
BUSINES 


In his capacity as Acting Secret- lo 


ary of State, Hon, Charles Murphy 
has issued a. statement bearing on 
Canadian Trade which contains an 
interesting suggestion designed to 
remove some of the obstructions 
with which corporate business has 
been met throughout the Dominion. 


The statement follows:— 
“It must be gratifying to all 
citizens who take an interest in 


Canadian Trade to read the optimi- 
stic reports of Bank Managers and 
others that have recently been pub- 
lished, as well as the statemenas 
made by prominent merchants 
throughout the country regarding an 
improvement in trade. 

“While it is a fact that success in 
any business must depend upon in- 
dividual initiative and application 
to work, it is equally a fact that 
such individual effort may be assist- 
ed or retarded by legislation bearing 
on trade, This fact has been speci- 
ally brought home to me during the 
past couple of months while acting 
as Secretary of State of Canada, and 
in that capacity observing the oper- 
ations of the Companies Act. 

A short investigation of the com- 
pany situation, as revealed by the 
workings of the Companies Branch 
of the Department of the Secretary 
of State, indicates that there is an 
obstruction to business which raises 
an important question for discussion. 

“The incorporated company is the 
vehicle ofmodern business. Any re- 
strictive action which hampers or 
casts doubt upon the ordinary busi- 
ness methods of companies is bound 
to have a detrimental effect on the 
business situation generally. In Can- 
ada we have ten authorities incor- 
porating Companies, namely — nine 
Provinces and one Dominion. The re- 
eult is conflicting and doubtful legis- 
lation, and a situation that disturbs 


the public and retards the flow of 
business in natural channels. 
“Fifteen years ago an attempt 


was made, through a conference ot 
the Dominion and the Provinces,
